American citizens in bullet-pep­ 
pered Peiping lies in the large, 
capable hands of cool-headed 
Col. John Marston, veteran offi­ 
cer of the United States Marine 
Corps. 
Officers at marine headquar­ 
ters in Washington say that Col. 
Marston, commander of the de­ 
tachment of 490 “devil dogs” at 
the American embassy in the an­ 
cient Chinese 
capital, can be 
counted on 
to 
exercise good 
judgment and alertness in look­ 
ing after the safety Qf the strife- 
beleagured Americans. 
Col. Marston is a six-foot, 200- 
pounder, of jovial disposition 
who has been in “nasty situa­ 
tions” before and has a way of 
winning the good will of foreign 
soldiers and citizens. He has had 
considerable 
service 
in 
for­ 
eign countries when the anti- 
American 
spirit 
was 
running 
strong among the natives. 
In 1914 he participated in the 
occupation of Vera Cruz, Mexi­ 
co, and the engagement in con- 


nection 
with 
the 
expedition. 
From 1915 to 1918 he served in 
troubled Hawaii, taking part in 
operations against insurrection­ 
ary forces and was cited for 
meritorious service there. 
He commanded the marine de­ 
tachment at the American le­ 
gation, 
Managua, 
Nicaragua, 
from 1922 to 1924, and was com­ 
mended by the major .general 
commandant of the marine corps 
for the energy, good judgment 
and tact which he displayed. 
From 1929 to 1931 he was a t­ 
tached to the Nicaraguan na­ 
tional guard, and for his ser­ 
vices received 
the Nicaraguan 
medal of distinction 
and 
the 
Nicaraguan medal of merit. 
Colonel Marston, who is 
52 
years old, hails from German­ 
town, Pa. He was appointed sec­ 
ond lieutenant in the 
marine 
corps 29 years ago and was made 
a colonel in 1935. 
He has been 
in command of the marines at 
Peiping since April of this year.

day s o r mo re. So mF members, in 
fact, predicted the sessio n m ight 
last thro u gh Labo r Day . 
The senate faced the po ssibil­ 
ity o f a lo ng debate o n the anti- 
ly nching 
bill. 
A dm inistratio n 
fo rces had intended to ho ld it 
back u ntil their regu lar pro gram 
had been enacted. 
Senato r W agner (D., N. Y.) 
su rprised them y esterday , ho w­ 
ev er, by winning reco gnitio n to 
debate it. The bill’s su ppo rters 
defeated a mo tio n which wo u ld 
hav e side-tracked it. 
Leaders nev ertheless were try ­ 
ing to reach an agreem ent to 
co nsider it nex t sessio n. There 
was talk, to o , th a t the w age-ho u r 
bill m ight go o v er u ntil Janu ary , 
bu t no t w itho u t a fight. 
A m ajo rity o f the ho u se ru les 
co mmittee, o ppo sed to the labo r 
standards m easu re, was refu s­ 
ing to giv e it legislativ e right-o f- 
way . The co m m ittee acts ás a 
so rt o f sifting gro u p fo r all m a­ 
jo r bills and o rdinarily can ho ld 
u p any which it do es no t fav o r. 
‘One member, Rep. Co x (D., 
Ga.), said “trem endo u s pressu re” 
was being applied to get the bill 
to the flo o r. He added: 
“There is no pu nishm ent, pres­ 
su re o r influ ence th a t can be 
bro u ght to bear th a t will per- 


su ade this co m m ittee to grant a 
ru le fo r its debate.” 
A dm inistratio n 
leaders, 
sty ­ 
mied by the co m m ittee’s refu sal 
to act, were co nsidering sev eral 
m etho ds o f o v erco ming the o p­ 
po sitio n. 
An influ ential m em ber said 
they m ight attem pt to su spend 
the ru les Mo nday and bring u p 
the bill w itho u t waiting fo r the 
co mmittee. This wo u ld requ ire 
a tw o -thirds v o te. 
“Ev en if this sho u ld fail,” the 
m ember said, “we wo u ld dem o n­ 
strate there are eno u gh v to es in 
the ho u se to pass the bill.” 
He ex plained it was ho ped 
su ch a “sho w o f streng th ” wo u ld 
indu ce the ru les co m m ittee to 
act fav o rably o n the legislatio n. 
A no ther co ntro v ersial su bject 
still befo re co ngress was the de­ 
m and o f farm -belt and so u thern 
members 
fo r 
price-stabilizing 
cro p lo ans. The adm inistratio n 
apparently rem ained u nshaken, 
ho wev er, in its po sitio n th a t co n­ 
gress m u st gu arantee first to 
pro v ide cro p pro du ctio n co ntro l. 
The senate agricu ltu re co m­ 
m ittee inv ited Secretary W allace 
to discu ss the situ atio n to day .

agreed that price-pegging loans, 
or a combination of loans and 
cash subsidies, would meet the 
problem of sagging markets as 
far as this y ear’s crops-were con­ 


cerned. 
President Roosev elt, howev er 
has indicated h e would approv e 
the loans or subsidies only on 
condition that congress first en­ 
act legislation giv ing the admin­ 
istration power to control sur­ 
pluses. 
Wallace, 
agreeing with 
Mr 
Roosev elt, said in his press con­ 
ference y esterday that if loans 
are to be made on this y ear’s 
crops, congress must remain in 
session or come back before nex t 
y ear. 
He cited the old federal farm 
board’s ex perience in handing 
out money to bolster crop prices, 
without any control prov ision. 
The more wheat and cotton the 
gov ernment bought, he recalled, 
the more the farmers raised. 
As a result, he said, prices 
dropped ev en further and the 
farm board lost 6 9 cents on the 
dollar. 
Possibility of a compromise de­ 
pended largely on the senate ag­ 
riculture 
committe 
conference 
with Wallace on a bill requiring 
the commodity credit corpora­ 
tion to grant farmers loans and 
subsidies. 
Wallace, howev er, said such a 
program would cost the gov ern­ 
ment upwards of $4 9 0,000,09 0 on 
cotton or $2,280,000,000 on all 
crops this y ear. 
The senate bill, which also was

committee, would authorize loans 
of 10 cents on cotton, 7 0 cents 
on wheat, 5 0 cents on corn, 8 
cents on tobacco and 6 5 cents a 
bushel on rice. 
In addition, it would authorize 
subsidies 
to

farmers who carried out agree­ 
ments nex t spring comply ing 
with crop control legislation con­ 
gress m ight enact in the mean­ 
time. 
In recent y ears, when the gov ­ 
ernment agreed to lend co-oper­ 
ating farmers 10 or 12 cents a 


pound on cotton or 4 5 cents a 
bushel on corn, buy ers usually 
pushed the market price abov e 
these lev els.

rather 
than 
sell 
below 
thq 
pegged prices. 
Drought shortages worked to 
the 
adv antage of some com 
growers in 19 3 4 . With their car­ 
ry -ov er from 19 3 3 crop, some 
farmers were able to sell part of 
their corn, repay loans and still 
hav e some to sell in a strong 
market.
